ludlnim's School Vnnd. 


Indiana has a larger school fund 


than any other State, It now amounts 
to considerably more than $0,000,000. 
This is all loaned—nearly half of it to 
the State, drawing G per cent, inter- 
eat, ami the remainder to individual 
borrowers at 8 per cent., the latter 
secured upon lands valued, without 
the improvements, at twice the amount 
loaned. No one loan exceeds $1,000. 
The fund is constantly being increased 
from §40,000 to §50,000 yenrly by 
fines and forfeitures under the penal 
laws of the stnte. In addition to this 
permanent fund, the school property 
o£ the state was valued last year at 
$11,636,647.39. This year Professor 
Smart, Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, estimates thatit willamount 
to $12,000,000.

formally welcomed by Mayer Harri- 
son, who spoke on the rotunda o[ the 
Palmer House. 


Gen. Grant, in reply, said: "Mr. 


mayor and gentlemen of the commit- 
tee of reception of Chicago, gentlemen 
of Chicago and of Illinois: I feel very 
much honored by the welcome which 
I am receiving at your hands to-day. 
I feel highly honored by the pledge of 
esteem which has been uttered by 
your worthy mayor, which is so per- 
sonal to myself it would be hardly in 
goo I iaste for me to respond to the 
language of it, and it leaves therefore 
nothing for me to do but to convey 
my thanks to-the committee of cit- 
izens of this city for the hearty re- 
ception which they have given me. 
Regarding my receptions ahroad, I 
will say that in every'case I felt 
that

was a tribute 
to our 


own country; -and, further, 
that 


our country 'stands differently abroad 
in the estimation of European and 
eastern nations from what it did a 
quarter of a century ago.

nation, But merely.a confederation of 
states bound together, by a rope of 
sand, and it would give way at the 
slightest fluctuation, bufc they have 
found a grand mistake. 
They know 


now we have'a" nation. 
We are a 


nation of strong aiid intelligent and 
brave people, capable of judging and 
knowing our rights and determined 
on all occasions to . maintain them 
against either a .domestic or foreign 
foe; and th'at is the reception you, as 
a nation, have received through me 
whilst I was abroad." 


UECjijTlOX AT HAYEBLY's. 


The reception given by the society 


of the Army of the Tennessee to Gen. 
Grant took place this evening at 
Haverly's Theatre. 
The auditorium, 


the largest :in the city, was beauti- 
fully decorated with. Hags, festoons of 
flowers and wreaths. 


Gov. Culloih welcomed the army to 


Illinois, and Mayor Harrison welcom- 
ed, them to the city, and Gen. Sher- 
man' responded for the army. 


Judge Crresliam then made the an- 


nual address. 


Gen. Sherman then announced the 


conclusion of the session, when the 
auilince set-up shputs for Grant. This 
v?iis-persisted in until it was suggested 
that it was better to follow the pro- 
gramme, but as he was not doivn for 
a'speech the audience laughed and re- 
ne\yed their demands for a speech. 


GUASJT GHOWS GARRULOUS. 


Gen. Grant drew from his pocket a 


manuscript and read the following: 


"After an absence of several years 


from the gatherings-of the society of 
the Army of the Tennessee, ifc affords 
me heartfelt pleasure to he again witlL 
you, my earliest comrades in arms, in 
a great conflict for nationality and 
union of all the states under one free 
aud always, to be remembered govern- 
ment. In my long absence from this 
country I have had a most favorable 
opportunity of seeing and comparing 
in my own mind our institutions with 
those of all European countries, and 
most of Asia. Comparing our resour- 
.ces, 
developed 
and dormant, the 


capacity and energy of our people foi 
upholding the government and devel- 
.opeiug resources with most of the 
civilized people of the world, every- 
where, from England to Japan, from 
Russia to Spain and Portugal. We are 
understood, our resources nighly ap- 
preciated, and the skill, energy and 
intelligence of the citizens recog- 
nized. . My receptions have been 
your 
receptions. 
They 
have 


hecn 
every where kind/and an 


acknowledgement that the United 
States is a nation—a strong, independ- 
ent and free- nation, composed of 
strong, brave intelligent people—capa- 
ble of judging their rights and ready 
to maintain them at all hazards. This 
is a non-partisan association, but com- 
posed of men who are united in a 
determination that no foe, domestic 
or foreign, shall interfere between us 
and the maintenance of our grand, 
free and enlightened 
imtitutiona, 


and the unity of all the states. 
The area of our country, its fertility, 
tho energy and resources of our peo- 
ple, with the sparsity of our popula- 
tion compared to the area, postpones 
the day for generations to come when 
•our descendants will have considered 
the question o* how the soil is to sup- 
port them, how the moat can be pro- 
duced to support huninn lifi?, without 
reference to the taste or desires of the 
people, and when hut few can exorcise 
the privilege of tlie plain luxury of 
selecting the articles of food they will 
eat, the quantity and quality of 
clothing they' wear, but will re- 
main the abundant' home of nil 
who possess energy 
and strength, 


and make good use of them. If we 
reinntn true to ourselves, such a coun- 
try is one to be prmid of. I am proud 
of it—proud that I am an American 
citizen. Every citizen, north, south, 
east and west, enjoys a common herit- 
age, nnd nhould feel an equal pride. I 
am glad the society meetings keep up

GI B S O N ' S C / I B . 


Lecture at the Academy by 
an Ohio General. 


Who Gives an Interesting Account 
of the Late War. 


A large and appreciative audience, 
representing the refinement and intel- 
ligence of the city, gathered at the 
Academy of Music last evening to 
hear Gen. W. H. Gibson deliver his 
lecture 
"Along 
the Lines." 
The 
speaker was introduced by Judge 
Taylor and was greeted with a round 
of hearty applause. The orator of 
the evening then stepped forward and 
addressed 
the vast audience in an 
eloquent and very effective manner. 


He spoke of the settlement of this 
country and its separation from the 
mother country and the foundation of 
the slave system in the United States, 
and traced the progress of slavery 
from its inception to the beginning of 
the late war, and then told the story 
of the formation of the southern con- 
federacy and of the capture of Fort 
Sumpter. 
He spoke of the alacrity 
with which the first call for 75,000 
troops was responded to by the people 
of the north. He .told of the treach- 
ery of Gen. Scott's chief of staff; of 
the 
first 
movements 
towards 
Richmond 
and 
the 
battle 
of 
Bull Run in an impressive manner, 
and ridiculed the congressmen and 
civilians who retrfeated in such a dis- 
graceful way at that battle. 
Said he, 
"Let it be said to the eternal credit of 
the regular army that, while many of 
its officera, educated at the national 
academy, deserted, not one of the pri- 
vates ever carried a musket under the 
rebel flag." The campaign of 1861 in 
the west and in Kentucky was dis- 
cussed at some length, during which 
the speaker eulogized the late Gen. 
Thomas highly. 
"The year 
1861 
closed in gloom, but 1862 came, and 
with it came Edwin M. Stanton." 
[Applause.] 


"There in front of Fort Donelson 
U. S. Grant, amidst the snows of 
February, flanked by the fleet under 
Com. Foote, 
sent 
out to 
the 
world the news of Donelson's uncon- 
ditional surrender." 


The battle of Shiloh was described 
in a highly dramatic manner. 
"And 
now came Halleck with the science of 
the fourteenth century 
to reduce 
Corinth by the scientific manner. Af- 
ter building 218 miles of breastworks 
and 167 miles of corduroy road we 
got close anough to the rebels to drop a 
shell 
scientifically near the head- 
quarters of Beauregard, who like the 
gentleman he was ])ut his men on the 
train, and left that little Mississippi 
village to a victorious army of 120,- 
000 men, who found seventeen bush- 
els of peanuts, one spiked cannon and 
seven sacks of corn meal, but we had 
taken it scientifically. 
(Laughterand 
applause.) The Jtaking of New Or- 
leans and its government by Ben Butler 
was described in a very graphic style. 


The speaker described the Peninsu- 
lar campaign and gave a laughaljle ac- 
count of the watching of Stonewall 
Jackson by the seven generals detail- 
ed for that purpose. 


The seven days' battle and the sec- 
ond battle of Bull Run received con- 
siderable attention. 


In speaking of the battle of South 
Mountain, Gen. Gibson highly eulo- 
gized Hooker and Reno. "The year 
1862 closed, and it was the darkest 
hour in our history, but in this hour 
we achieved the ^greatest victory in 
our 
history 
in the 
proclamation 
of emancipation; 1863 opened with 
Stone River, and the victorious army 
went on till it met with defeat at 
Chickamauga." The battles of Look- 
out Mountain and Mission Ridge were 
described in a manner which called 
out loud cheers from the audience. 
"Vicksburg fell, the Confederacy was 
bisected, and it was destined to be 
ours." Getty^urg met with a de- 
scription which has seldom been sur- 
passed. 
"The 
year 
1863 closed 
and 
1864 
came, 
and 
with 
it 
came U. S. Grant to supreme com- 
mand. 
[Long continued applause.] 
In March 2,000,000 men were on 
our muster rolls and they were all 
under the command of that little man 
of destiny at Orange "court house." 
[Applause.] 


"The order was given to advaoc3. 
Sherman heard it and started for 
Atlanta, and for 103 days not a man 
in that whole army was out of hear- 
ing 
of 
the sound, of 
artillery." 


In speaking of the Nashville cam- 
paign he said: 
"Gen. George H. 
Thomas never failed; he was the Ajax 
of the army." 
[Applause.] 


The battles of the 
Wilderness, 
Spottsylvania, South Anna, Coal Har- 
bor and Petersburg, were described in 
eloquent terms, and the end of the 
war and the assassination of Lincoln 
were 
dwelt 
upon 
at 
some 
length, 
and 
the 
lecturer 
eloquently eulogized Lincoln, which 
was received with great applause. 


"This country was not saved by the 
men whose names will go down to his- 
tory, but by the boy in a blouse, who 
watched his musket and obeyed or- 
ders." 
[Applause.] 


The General dosed with a compar- 
ison between the country now and 
what it was at the close of the war, 
amidst loud and long continued ap- 
plause.

EDUCATIONAL. 


Proceedings of the Allen County 
Teachers' Institute. 


WEDJSTESDAY AFTEENOOii. 


President Yocum was followed by 
Hon. Jno. M. Olcott, of Indianapolis, 
who made some further remarks on 
"The Growing Teacher." 
He fully 
agreed with President Yocum in lay- 
ing great stress 
on reading, but 
thought we should all read in such 
a way as to assimilate that which we 
do read that we may learn to converse, 
and converse intelligently at that. In 
the speaker's estimation there was 
only one man of great conversational 
powers 
in 
America 
and 
that 
was 
A. 
Bronson 
Alcott; 
but that to Americans there were no 
impossibilities, and 
that 
if 
once 
awakened to the importance of being 
good conversationalists, there would 
be no telling what heights would yet 
be reached. ' 


The institute then adjourned until 
9 o'clock Thursday morning so as to 
hear Gen Gibson's lecture "Along the 
Lines," at the Academy in the even- 
ing. 


THURSDAY. 


The institute opened at the usual 
hour with prayer by the Rev. Dr. 
Stone, after which Hon. John M. 
Olcott lectured on "The Names and 
Uses of the Diacritical Marks." 


Prof. H. P. Brown, Of Valparaiso, 
explained the least common multiple 
and the greatest common divisor. 


Prof. Brown was followed by Prof. 
Lane, principal of 
the city high 
school, in an able lecture on "The im- 
gortance to Teachers of a Thorough 


tudy of English Literature." 
He 
opened his lecture by saying that 
"Lamb in one of his essays asks 'why 
are we never at our ease in the pres- 
ence of a scholmaster?'" and answers 
because "we are conscious that he is 
never quite at his ease in ours." 
He 
is awkward and out of place in the so- 
ciety of his equals. He comes like a 
Gulliver from among his little people 
and he cannot fit the stature of his 
understanding to yours. He cannot 
meet you on the square. 
He wants a 
point given him like an indiiierent 
whist player. He is so used to teach- 
ing that he wants to teach you. 
'The gentleman thought that tlii:5 pic- 
ture was by no means universally 
true. There are plenty of men and 
women in the great army of teachers 
whose culture is broad and deep, 
whose natures are as genial, whose 
minds arc as free from professional 
cant and bigotry as the noblest that 
can be brought forward by any pro- 
fession. Teaching has a natural ten- 
dency which must be resisted by those 
who follow it long—to produce nar- 
row-mindedness and arrogancc. 


Much may be said of the nobility 
of the profession of teaching; the 
fact still remains that the life of a 
teacher is pre-eminently made up of 
little things. The lawyer has in his 
profession a field of thought practi- 
cally boundless and unfathomable; 
the province of the physician is as 
wide as nature and Lis purpose the 
most 
philanthropic known to hu- 
manity. 


The theologian can stretch out into 
the broad dominion of philosophy, 
and busy himself into wise schemes 
of the Divine economy. 
But in the 
every day work of the teacher, his 
mind is employed in devising means 
to make Johnny sec that when 2 
apples cost 4 cents, 5 apples must cost 
10 cents, and to impress upon Susie's 
mind that fact that c-a-t spells cat 
and d-o-g spells dog and not sheep, 
constantly watching the crossing of 
the t's and the dotting of the i's. The 
teacher's mind is constantly brought 
in contact with the immature minds 
of children. 
In the empire of the 
school our word is the absolute law 
and our decision the inevitable decree. 
Almost

us as we regnrd ourselves, 
t stigmatizes us as a set of imprac- 
ticable visionaries, ministered to by a 
cloud of "unborn intelligence" in 
whose composition there is perhaps no 
thought of guile and certainty, no 
spark of practical sagacity. 
He did 
not wish to detract from the true dig- 
nity of the profession in the least, 
but merely si>oke words of warning 
that his fellow-workers would not 
drop into the stream of dwarfing and 
petrifying influences so as to destroy 
the healthy activity of their powers. 


He then spoke of what he consider- 
ed the mofct efiicient preventive of 
these disorders namely, the study of 
English literature.
